The subject is one 
worthy of serious consideration at the 
hands of Congress, the people and the 


The points of Mr. Morrow’s letter, 
and other facts connected with the 
subject, may be enumerated here. 

Boys, between the ages of 14 and 18 
years, may be enlisted to serve in the 
navy until they shall arrive at the age 
of 21 Fears. They must be of robust 
frame, intelligent, of perfectly sound 
and healthy consfitution, free from 
any physical defects or n 
and not subject to fits. 

The educational qualification re- 
quires that they shall be able to read 


and write. 


The boys are enlisted as third-class 


- | apprentices at the rate of $9 per month 


and one ration. While serving on the 
training ships they may, if deserving, 
be promoted to the rating of second 
and first-class apprentices, or seamen 
apprentices, second-class, at the pay 
of $10, $11 and $19 per month respec- 
tively, and on craising vessels will 
be entitled to higher ratings, at the 
discretion of their commanding officers, 


‘| as a reward for proficiency. The prime 


object is to place in the naval service, 
with the consent of their parents, de- 
serving boys who will maintain its 
standard as a reliable arm of the Na- 
tional defense. 

If recommended, upon the expiration 
of their enlistment, they receive an 
honorable discharge, which, upon re- 
enlistment within three months from 


the date thereof, entitles them to three 


months’ extra pay of their rating when 
discharged and also an addition of $1 
per month to their pay during such 
enlistment. - Those injured in the 
service or having contracted a disease 
in the line of duty are entitled to the 
benefits ofa pension. 

The permanent headquarters of the 
training service is at Coasters’ Harbor 
Island, near Newport, R. I. 

The apprentices are usually detained 
at the station about six months and are 
taught arithmetic, geography, history 
and writing, together with the primary 
duties of the young sailor, such as 
knotting and splicing, heaving the 


lead, the compass, reefing and furling 


sails, pulling in boats, great gun drill, 
artillery and infantry tactics. After 
their preliminary instruction they are 
drafted into the cruising training ships, 
when they are sent abroad to learn the 
usages of sea life and the higher duties 
of the sailor. 

The following are the vessels em- 
ployed in the training service: The 
stationary training-ship New Hamp- 
shire at the headquarters, Coasters’ 
Harbor Island, Newport, R. I., and 
the cruising training-ships Saratoga, 
Portsmouth and Jamestown. 
Enlistments may now be made at 
the Navy Department, Washington, or 
to the commanding officers of either of 
the following-named ships at the places 
named: U.S. S. New Hampshire, Coast- 
ers’ Harbor Island, near Newport, 
R. I.; U.8.8. Wabash, navy-yard, Bos- 
ton, Mass.; U. S. S. St. Louis, navy-yard, 
League Island, Philadelphia, Pa.; 
U.S. S. Dale, navy-yard, Washington, 
D. C.; U.S. 8. Michigan, Erie, Pa. 
Confining enlistments to the above- 
named places is manifestly unjust to 
sections of the country like the Pacific | 
Coast. The Secretary of the Navy, in 
his last report, recommends that, in 
view of the necessity of training ap- 
prentices for service on board steam 
vessels, two composite bark-rigged 
steamers of about 900 tons displuce- 
ment be built for the nse of the train- 
ing service. 

At the opening of Congress Mr, 
Morrow will introduce a bill providing 
for the building or three such vessels, 
one to be stationed at San Francisce, 
and providing for the establishment of 
a naval training station at Mare 
Island. The purpose of Mr. Morrow’s 
letter to the Secretary of the Navy is to 
secure the recommendation of that 
officer in favor of extending the train- 
ing system to our coast, that some of our 
young men may have the benefit of an 
education and training that will qualify 
them for the best of service either in 
the navy or merchant marine. 

The object is one of great import- | 
ance, and Mr. Morrow deserves to suc- 
ceed in his commendable effort. THE 
Tres makes room today for the full 
text of his timely letter.

The sun is slow 
to get up, but when he does rise he 
looks from the east with a golden ra- 
diance not less warm than that of 
summer. When hesinks in the west 
it is in the midst of perfumed breezes,

The birds twitter in our No- 
vember mornings in the boughs of the 
orange and the palm; the butterfly 
wings his way through sunlighted 
paths; the bee buzzes as merrily as if 
it were June, and the lily sways in the 
soft air with an odorous breath, and 
with a heart as golden as the sunshine.

side. All the bosom of the earth is 
warm and breaks into richest blossom- 


upon the plains. The vines send out 
their shoots, the leaves thicken upon 
the stalks. Lemon and lime touch 
cheeks under their swaying arches. 
All the world is awake and glorified in 
this Land of the Afternoon, and the old 
year goes to his rest like a god to his 
slumer, panoplied in fruitage and 
bloom. 


Tws Famous Millionaire Cases. 


The Sharon-Hill case has been ap- 
pealed from the United States Circuit 
Court at San Francisco to the Supreme 
Court at Washington. 

The story of this celebrated case is 
familiar. The culminating points were: 
The decision of Judge Sullivan that Sa- 
rah Althea Hill’s written marriage con- 
tract was genuine, and that before the 
law she was Sharon’s wife: the re- 
opening of the case before the United 
States Circuit Court; the decision of 
the Circuit Court reversing that of 
Jhdge Sullivan; the death of Sharon 
and the marriage of Sarah Althea with 
David S. Terry, one of her attorneys. 
The case of Cox vs. MeLaushlin, 
which has been pending for more than 
twenty years, was argued before the 
Supreme Court at San Francisco last 
Tuesday. This is but little less famous 
than the Sbaron-Hill case. Jerome 
Cox was a gallant soldier during the 
rebellion. After the war he came to 
California, where heformed a business 
connection with Charles McLaughlin, 
a millionaire. Cox alleged that Mc- 
Laugblin swindled him and brought 
suit to recover moneys advanced and 
moneys otherwise due. The suit went 
on from year to year and culminated in 
the killing of McLaughlin by Cox a 
couple of years ago. ‘The killing wasa 
clear case of murder, but so universal 
was the public sentiment in favor of 
Cox that he was acquitted. Judge 
Sullivan rendered a judgment on Oc- 
tober 4, 1886, in favor of Captain Cox, 
which, with interest, would now 
amount to close on $800,000. 


Henry Edgerton. 


Hon. Henry Edgerton, the well- 
known lawyer, politician and orator, is 
dead. He was found cold in death on 
the morning of the 3d inst., stretched 
out upon a sefa in the office of N. 8. 
Wirt of San Francisco. Death is sup- 
posed to have resulted from apoplexy. 

Mr. Edgerton was a*man of very 
pronounced ability, and one who had 
played a prominent part in public 
affairs. He was a native of the State 
of Vermont and came to California 
early in the 508. 

In politics Mr. Edgerton was a Re- 
publican. He was District Attorney 
of Napa county in 1856, and conducted 
the prosecution of Ned MeGowan. 
He represented Napa county in the 
Senate in 1861, at which time he intro- 
duced the famous Union resolutions, 
made memorable by reason of the 
great debate that ensued. 

Edgerton’s speech upon that occasion 
will rank with anything of the kind
